ZEALOUS FOR SCHOOL FUNDS

Inspector of Aceredited Institations
Bellevens They Are Kept Out
of Thelr Own,

J, W. Crabtrea of the University of Ne-
briucka, inspector of aceredited schools, has
ptarted an Investigation of the condition
of school funds In the counties of the state
which promises to bring te lght eonsidera-
ble money that belongs to the schools and
has been turned into the general fund. In
many countles the Iinterest on delinquent
taxes hos been turned Into the general fund
rather than into the varlous segregated
funds to which it belongs. This money
ecmes In in small sums, and rather than
apportlon It among different funds it Is
commonly diverted into the general fund.

Mr. Crabtree notified the Omaha Board of
Rdueation of this practice and urged that
the Omaha distriet investignte the matter.
Bhe finance committee was instructed to
And what the practice has been In Douglas
gounty, and it s lMKkely that the develop-
ments will be quite Interesting. County
Mreasurer Elsasser says that the county
funds have been kept separate and that at
the firgt of overy month all interest col-
tected on delinguent taxes has been ap-
portioned.

The city funds are in a different condl-
tlon, however. City Treasurer Hennlngs
pava that conslderable Interest belonging to
the school fund has been turned into the
general fund, but expressed the opinion
that the Board of Bducation owes the city
more than enough sldewalk tax to offset
this clalm,

General Lee and the Omaha party
took earriages for the hotel, where the
general's party retired. General Merriam
left on the next train for the west, going
to Denver. This morning General Lee and
his staft will enter upon their duties at the
army bullding and the routine will resume
its normal flow which prevalled up to the
beginning of the Spanish war, when thia
department was the most important In
the United States.
